Amendment to the specification : 

In the specification at page 11, line 27, after "cation" insert — and mixtures thereof— 
Amend claims 29, 37, 51 and 52 as follows : 

Claim 29. (Currently Amended) A method of using a cosmetic article comprising: 
(a) providing a cosmetic article containing a cosmetic composition which 
cosmetic composition contains in a dispensible form an aqueous dispersion of at least one 
polyurethane-urea polymer that is functionalized with at least one silyl containing component 
selected from the group consisting of:

(b) applying said cosmetic article to a person's skin or nails; and 

(c) forming a film. 



Claim 37. (Withdrawn, Currently amended) The method of use claim 52, 
wherein said hydrophilic component is a cationic compound having the following structure: 

R 1 -N + (R 2 ) [(CH 2 CH 2 0) n H] 2 X 
wherein R [I]1 is Ci to Cig alkyl or Ceto Cig aryl or aralkyl optionally substituted in and/or 
on the chain by N,0, S and combinations thereof; 

R 2 is hydrogen or Ci to Cig alkyl; 

n is an integer from about 1 to 200; and 

X is halogen, sulfate, methosulfate, ethosulfate, acetate, carbonate, or phosphate. 
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Claim 5 1 . (Currently Amended) The method of use of claim [52]54, wherein said 
hydrophilic component comprises 



wherein each R 3 is independently a divalent aliphatic group having an average 
molecular weight of 200 to 600 comprising ether or ester functional groups selected from the 
group consisting of:-CH 2 CH 2 -(OCH 2 CH 2 -) n -, -CH(CH 3 )CH 2 -(OCH(CH 3 )CH 2 -) n -, -(CH 2 ) 4 - 
(0(CH 2 ) 4 ) n -, -(CH 2 ) m CO-[0(CH 2 ) m CO] n - groups, and mixtures thereof, where m is an integer, 
from about 2 to 5 and n is an integer from about 2 to 15, and 

M is a cation selected from the group consisting of Na, H, K, Li, primary, secondary, 
tertiary, quaternary ammonium cation and mixtures thereof. 

Claim 52. (Currently amended) A method of using a cosmetic article comprising: 
(a) providing a cosmetic article containing a cosmetic composition which 
cosmetic composition contains in a dispensable form an aqueous dispersion and a reaction 
product of 

(i) at least one isocyanate terminated polyurethane-urea prepolymer 
derived from the reaction of at least one polyisocyanate and at least one polyol, 

(ii) at least one polyfunctional chain extender, 
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(iii) at least one silyl containing component selected from the group 
consisting of

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(c) forming a film.
